In rule 452 of the said rules m the first column of the table sot forth in sub- 
file (1), in item IT, for the word, "Delhi" the words "Avenue, Lothian 
Manual, Old Secretariat and Cantonment exchanges in Delhi" shall be sub- 
stituted. 

— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (5) of 
Rule 452 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1982, the Central Government is 
pleased to specify the 16th August, 1949 as the. date with effect from which the
